The Democratic papers have found 
crumbs of comfort in attacking the Legis­ 
lature of 1880, for its so-called “recklessness 
and extravagance.”

WASHINGTON LETTER.

L3saeps’ visit to Washington, oa business 
connected with the proposed mter-oceamc 
canal, the Monroe doctrine, so called, has 
been discussed by people of all classes and 
professions. 
Most persons seem to have 
forgotten, or never knew, a principle I 
this kind w-*9 enunciated by President 
Monroe, more than fifty yens ago ; it las 
had a long; a1 rep, there haying been lo 
occasion for calling it into Hic. The Pres­ 
ident by special message to Congress, Las 
declared the Monroe doctrine, to be < ar 
governmental policy, and a resolution has 
been offered in Congress, asserting the 
maintenance of this principle, 
rue voice 
ot admonition is to go out to iii the w rh: 
•‘hands off” of the American conticent, in 
the matter of constructing great 
na 
tional highways, fir purposes ot cj.h- 
merce. 
It ie claimed this public demonstration 
is harmless, an i need not provoke tho iii 
will of foreign nations ; bu* it is a notice­ 
able tact, when tie I evolution wa* Called un 
in the Senate, the numbers immediately 
began to talk about the condition » f our 
national defenses. 3ir Williams, ol Ken­ 
tucky, said: “If we intend to mike our 
declarations good, we must look to the con­ 
dition of our army and navy ; this is the 
greatest question that ha* b.*cn before the 
Senate.” Mr. Allison, of Iowa, said: *1 
call for the regular order, niakiug appro­ 
priation for fortitijations aud delenses.” 
Ile wanted to h ive our smooth-bore can­ 
non converted into r lie cannon Mr. Ktr- 
nan,oi New York, called attention to the 
defenseless slate of New York barber, and 
wanted un appropriation (or increased 
protection. 
Mr. Lawes, of Massachusetts, 
declared “our seaboard cities w< aid be a! 
the mercy ot a third rate power, iu case ol 
war ” Mr. Conkling. of New York, said: 
“There would be no doubt of the neces-ity 
of increasing our means of defense.” Mi. 
Beck, of Kentucky, wanted more defenses 
Ile said: “It has been learned that twelve- 
inch cannon can penetrate the great iron­ 
clads.” Mr McPherson, of New Jersey, 
was anxious for more defense. Mr. Mc 
Miliao, ol MinoasoU, expressed the same 
opinion. 
Mr. Salisbury, of Delaware, 
thought the thing to be done was to build 
up our cavy, to prevent our commerce id 
the event of war from being destroyed. Ile 
asserted that our navy was not equal to a 
tourib rate European power. 
Mr. Eaton, 
of Connecticut, thought twelve-inch can 
non the best protection for our harbors; 
“they would knock into pieces iron-clade 
attempting to come into our harbors.” 
So it will be seen, our noble benators 
snuff the war breeze as a possible contin­ 
gency of our declared attitude in respect to 
the oceanic canal. The exercise of a little 
moderation at this time will do no harm. 
Persons who have not made the Monroe 
doctrine a study are puzzled to understand 
by what right our Government exercises 
authority In a country where it does not 
own an inch of territory ? Suppose, say 
these persons, France should get possession 
of the Straits of Magellan, make a com­ 
plete passage way for the largest ocean 
vessels, 
by 
removing 
the 
rocky 
hindrances 
to 
navigates, 
thereby 
obviating the necessity of a leng aud peri­ 
lous voyage around Cape Horn ? 
Again, 
they say, should some foreign power obtain 
from brazil the control ot the Amazon, 
which is said to be navigable, to near the 
base of the Andes, and construct a ship 
canal through one of the gorges, thus con­ 
necting the two oceans, could the United 


States object ? Very likely such a project 
would be pronounced utopian; but hardly 
more so than would have been the build­ 
ing cf a railroad over the Rocky Moun­ 
tains, which a little over a halt century ago 
were thought to be impassible, except to 
an adventurous man, on a lure tooted 
mule. 
Many other queries have been raised, 
none of them 
exactly pertinent, 
bat 
whether in point or not, there are a plenty 
of loud voiced orators, who can dispose of 
all objections, to the Monroe doctrine in 
these two lines. 
“No pent up Utica contracts our power; 
The boundless continent is ours.” 
The present Democratic Congress has 
bt eu praised for being a donothing body. 
This praise Comes from the fact, that no 
general hgislation has been attempted, 
therefore but little was done in that di­ 
rection. 
But Congress is justly change­ 
able for not doing what the law requires it 
to do. The Constitution makes it the duty 
of Congress, lo provide annually for the 
Government, by (making the needful ap­ 
propriations, for its maintenance. This 
duty, Congress wilfu.ly neglected to do at 
the last session, and #galn neglected at this 
M>SIOO. 
QThe country should dbtlnctly node;— 
stand it is the Democrats in Congress, who 
ub-liuct the appropriation bills; the Re­ 
publicans offer to diop all other business 
ii the Democrats will proceed with this 
n assary legislation. It begins to appear, 
that the same dishonorable tactics, will be

to, 
by

bills,

An Enthusiastic Meeting of the B us­ 
iness Men to Consider Them. 
At the gathering of business men beld 
yesterday afternoon in Pease & Ruger’s 
office, Hon. James Sutherland was made 
Chairman, and Frank G. Stevens Secreta­ 
ry. Mr. Huger then stated the object of 
the gathering to be to consider the propo­ 
sition of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railroad Company, to build a road from 
this 
city 
to 
Afton, 
provided 
the 
citizens 
would 
give 
them 
the right of way. 
Mr. Hager explained 
many of the advantages which woald 
come from having the link connecting the 
two branches of the Northwestern road. 
He presented the matter clearly and the 
gentlemen present, most of whom were 
prominent business njen and heavy tax 
payers, evidently endorsed his belief that 
this enterprise wes worthy of encourage­ 
ment. Dr. Henry Palmer also spoke of 
the advantage of each a road, and Hon. 
J. B. C^soday followed, endorsing the 
movement heartily. There was some dis­ 
cussion as to the best method of raising the 
money necenry to secure the right of 
way, the amount being estimated at from 
$6,000 to $8,000, not to exceed the latter 
sum. M. C. Bail th was in favor of getting 
the road, but preferred to have the means 
raised by taxation, and others seemed of 
like opinion, but the difficulties of this 
plan were so explained, that it was deemed 
advisable to try and raise the amount by 
private subscription. 
On motion of Col. Britton the sense of 
the meeting was taken in regard to the en­ 
terprise, and it proved ;o be unanimous in 
favor of giving the needed aid. Alter fur­ 
ther talk of an informal nature, it was de­ 
cided to elect a committee to secure the 
subscriptions. The following were chosen: 
John J. R. Pease, Chairman, F. S. Eldred, 
Levi B. Carle, A. P. Lovejoy, T. T. Croft. 
Adjournment wa9 then taken. 
The Committee went at work this after­ 
noon preparing their subscription book, es* 
amating an apportionment among individ­ 
uals, and tne task of getting the signatures 
will be pushed right along. At the same 
time steps will be taken to get at the cost 
of the right of way in exact figures so that 
there may be ne delay. There is every 
reason to believe that the enterprise will 
be pushed to a speedy completion, and 
probably within thirty days alter the sub­ 
scription Is secured, and right of way set­ 
tled, the road will be in running order. 
This seems quick time, but the arrange­ 
ments are such that It is thought there will 
be no delay. Our citizens feel in favor of 
the proposition, for there is no doubt but 
that the advantages which the enterprise 
offers are not imaginary but real. One 
can learn more about the advantages in * 
minute by studying an accurate map, than 
by wnole colmars of wnte-up9 or whole 
hours of talk. 
The other railroad enterprise is not 
sleeping.aud there is no doubt at all but that 
the .road will be soon built and in running 
order. The desire for a road between here 
and Beloit;and the advantages which will 
evidently come from a farther extension of 
the line, are so apparent, that there will 
be no trouble in securing to the petition 
the 
names 
of 
a 
majority 
of 
the 
tax 
payers. 
It 
will 
be 
no burden upon any one. 
Last year the 
city tax was $40,440, and at this rate the 
additional $10,000 required to secure this 
road, would not place a heavy burden on 
any. As will be seen it would on this 
basis only increase the tax from $40,000 to 
$50.OOO,causing each tax payer to pay less 
than twenty-five per cent more than last 
year. A man who last y'ar paid $5 taxes, 
would only have to pay $1.25 more, or 
$G.25 for railroad and all. A man who 
paid last year $10 woald this year pay 
112 .50, and so on. The figures would be a 
little lees than these giyen above, but this 
estimate is near enough for practical pur­ 
poses. Those tax-payers, therefore, who 
don’t want to bother with big figures, can 
take their tax receipts, and add one-quarter 
thereto and feel assured that the amount 
thus obtained will be a little more than 
their taxes this year, including the extra 
cost of .furnishing the railroad aid. 
The road will be built immediately after 
securing the necessary signatures to the 
petition. The
